Gen. George Joulwan, the supreme 
allied commander in Europe, will be- 
gin contacting NATO -members , 
Thursday to scope out potential con- 
tributions to the proposed force. 

What the world hopes will become 
a permanent ccnsc-firc for Bosnia fi- 
nally took effect early Thursday de- 
spite frantic last-minute battles for 
territory. 

The U.S.-brokcrcd truce went in 
force Thursday at one minute after 
midnight (5:01 p.m. MDT Wednes- 
day), U.N. officials said. 

They said it probably would take 
hours for orders to reach field com- 
manders, making it likely that fight- 
ing would taper off overnight rather 
than end suddenly. 

Sarajevans greeted the ccasc-firc 
with volleys of gunfire. This time, 
soldiers and civilians were firing into 
' the air in celebration. 

The' 60-day truce, part of a U.S.- 
led effort to bring peace to the Balka- 
ns, was delayed for 48 hours while 
engineers tried to restore utilities to 
Sarajevo and armies battled for the 

final bits of territ or y.- j 

The“Muslim-lca government and ' ' ' 
its Croat allies seized two Serb-held 
towns in northwest Bosnia before 
setting a firm time for the truce to 
begin. 

Hours before the truce, the govero- 
mcht was reportedly still advancing 
toward a third town, Prijcdor, in 
northwest Bosnia. And Serbs were 
rushing to expel up to 20,000 non- 
Serbs remaining in northern Bosnia. 

Bosnian Foreign Minister 
Muhamcd Sacirbey, speaking in 
Brussels, Belgium, said the truce, 
could be endangered if the expul- 
sions continued. 

"The ccasc-firc and the peace pro- 
cess arc in jeopardy if the ethnic 
cleansing is not confronted," he said. 

The U.S. State Department said it 
was "exceedingly concerned” about 
the reports. '

HYDER, Ariz. (AP) — The FBI 
called in a crane Wednesday to lift 
toppled Amtrak coaches so agents 
could look underneath for clues to 
whoever sent the train off n bridge. 

Ninety agents, some on their hands 
and knees in the dust and creosote 
- bush, searched the gulch around thg 
cars of the Sunset Limited, which 
toppled from a 30-foot-hign trestle 
early Monday, killing a crew member 
and injuring at least 78 people. 

Agents assigned to Operation 
Splitrail also fielded a trickle of calls 
to a new toll-free hot line, inter- 
viewed nearby residents about what 
they might have seen and checked 
railroad records for leads to possibly 
' disgruntled employees. 

At tbe scene 55 miles southwest of 
Phoenix, the search covered one 
square mile.

even the gender of the saboteur or 
•saboteurs. “We’re going to do the 
best we con," Freeh added. 

A senior Justice Department offi- 
cial in Washington, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, said Wednesday 
that at least three copies had been 
found of a note interpreted os claim- 
ing responsibility in the name of a 
group called "Sons of Gestapo." The 


officiol said more copies may have 
been found. 

The notes mentioned the govern- 
ment sieges at Waco, Texas, and 
Ruby Ridge, Idaho — - both of them 
rallying cries for right-wing extrem- 
ists. They also reportedly mention 
agencies including the FBI, the 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Fireorms and an unspecified local 
sheriff. 

The official denied a report in 
today’s Los Angeles Times that 
investigators arc leaning toward 
the theory the derailment was the 
work of a disgruntled railroad 
employee. 

“We’re still open-minded. We’re 
not leaning in any direction yet. We 
looking at railroad employees and 
radical groups," the official said. 

The FBI hot line received 130 calls 
in its first 22 hours, compared with 
3,000 that came in during the same 
period in a far bigger case, the 
Oklahoma City bombing.

The decision by Sen. Sam Nunn,

Simpson verdict is shock 
for future of justice system 

I am shocked and saddened by the 
jurors’ irresponsibility in rendering the 
verdict with lightning speed in the 
recent Los Angeles double-murder 
trial. Perhaps 1 am most disappointed 
because of my naivete in hoping that 
the jurors would weigh the over- 
whelming evidence carefully and 
objectively. It appears to me that the 
acquittal was based upon reasonable 
doubt 

This trial has shown that police use 
of racial epithets is a far worse crime 
than double murder. The very racism 
decried by the defense seemingly 
allowed jurore to justify acquittal of a 
defendant implicated by overwhelming 
evidence beyond any reasonable doubt 

Our current criminal justice system 
has little to do with truth and justice 
but instead allows defense teams to 
distract jurors from.thc truth. Consider 
the use of emotional, rap-like rhyme 
reminiscent of Jesse Jackson.' "If they 
don’t fit," you must acquit!" When was 
the last time any of the jurors tried to - 
pull on snug-fitting leather gloves over 
rubber gloves? The other effective 
defense tactic was to put the Los 
Angeles Police Department on trial 
rather than the real defendant. 

The new trend in Los Angeles is 
that certain defendants are no longer 
accountable for their actions as society 
continues to walk on eggshells 


because of previous real and perceived 
racial injustices. One of the jurors 
even raised his fist in a Black Power 
salute upon leaving the courtroom 
after the acquittal. 

One wonders what the outcome 
would have been had the trial been 
held in the Brentwood area amongst a 
jury of the ex-defendant's peas rather 
than a group of people who probably 
liad little in common with a million- 
aire sports figure. 

Hopefully, our voyeurism will not 
allow one acquitted of a vicious mur- 
der in spite of considerable incriminat- 
ing evidence, motive, history of 
domestic abuse and continued suspi- 
cion of guilt to capitalize upon the 
notoriety nnd cam millions of dollars 
from book deals, autographed sports 
memorabilia and pay-per-view appear- 
ances. 

The final irony is the cx -defendant's 
stating his desire to devote his life to 
finding “the killer or killers.” Surely 
truer words were never spoken. His 
Brentwood mansion must be full of 
beautiful mirrors.

Those were lessons a jury learned Wednes- ' 
day as testimony began in King’s insurance 
fraud trial. 

The trial's first witness, Suzanne Elizabeth 
Whalen, provided the jury in federal court in 
M a nh a tt an with a crash course about the insur- 
ance industry. 

The jurors may need the knowledge to de- 
cide whether the promoter altered a boxer’s 
contract to cheat Lloyd's of London of 
$350,000 after a bout was canceled. 

. Whalen testified that as president of Han- 
leigh Companies, an insurance brokerage in 
Oradell, N j.. she helped obtain insurance for 
King for fights including a December 1990 
Mike Tyson bout that was postponed after he 
hurt himself, and a 199! fight between Julio 
Cesar Chavez and Harold Brazier. * 

The Chavez fight was canceled after the 
boxer, now the WBC super lightweight cham- 
pion, cut his face while sparring. 

Prosecutors said King submitted a phony 
contract to get Lloyd's of London to pay 
$350,000 for training fees that were never paid 
to Chavez. King’s lawyers say the promoter 
had given the boxer more than $700,000 in ad- 
vances and was making a legitimate claim. 

Whalen testified the contracts she arranged 
for King with Lloyd’s of London were among 
many she did over the years for the promoter. 

She said the premiums King had paid exceed- 
ed $1 million.- . . 

The testimony by Whalen was meant by 
prosecutors to produce a foundation from 
which they hope to show King manipulated in- .

Book portrays Jones 
as dealer, womanizer 


, IRVING, Texas (AP) - First, 
Jerry Jones was sued for S300 
million by his fellow NFL own- 
ers. 

Now there's an unflattering 
new book out called “King of the 
Cowboys, The Life and Times of 
■ Jerry Jones’* that portrays the 
Dallas owner as a shady dcal-cut- 
ter and a womanizer. 

Jones said the book by Jim 
Dent, a radio talk show host 
who covered the Cowboys for 
years for the now-defurtet Dal- 
las Times Herald, was basically 
untrue. 

Tvc read most of it and in ev- 
ery chapter there is a little bit of 
truth but a whole lot "of National 
Enguircr," Jones said. “I'm not 
about to spend the next month 
helping the author figure out 
which is which. There arc just so 
many things! not true from a per- 
sonal perspective." 

He added, “That’s all I want to 
say about it.” 

The book, published by Adams 
Publishing, documents Jones' 
wheeling and dealing to make 
money in the oil business, includ- 
ing what the book calls sweet- 
heart deals that helped him make 
enough money to pay S140 mil- 
lion to Bum Bright for the team 
in 1989. 

The oil and gas dcals'still have 
political repercussions in 
Arkansas. 

There’s a chapter on how he 
fired Tom Landry and the 
blowout between he and Jimmy 
Johnson in Orlando during an 
NFL meeting. It details the hiring 
of Barry Switzer and the dislike 
for Jones by many of thc lcaguc's 
other owners. 

It also says Jones bet on col- 
lege and NFL games in the 1970s 
ami 1980s before he became an 
owner of the team. 

The book quotes numerous for- 
mer players of the Landry era on 
how shabbily Jones has treated 
them. 

However, Jones feels the most 
damaging chapter is the one enti-' 
tied “Honky Tonk Man" which 
details relationships with numer- 
ous women, including a team em- 
ployee, and his drinking and par- 
tying. 

It said the Jones, who has been 
married for more than 30 years, 
had women with him at NFL

The book also moulions nu- 
merous episodes of Jones’ drink- 
ing bouts at parties. 

It quotes Switzer as saying: 
“He’s unbelievable. Maybe he 
seems that way to me because 
I’ve partied some all my ljfc 
and now 1 can’t keep up with 
him anymore. Jerry’s had some 
practice — .and 1 think that he’s 
probably getting better and bet- 
ter.” 

Another chapter called the 
"Maverick" underlined the dis- 
dain for Jones from more tradi- 
tional-N£L owners like Mod- 
cll. New York’s Wellington 
Mara, and Kansas City’s 
Lamar Hunt. 

Carmen Policy, president of the 
San Francisco 49crs. is quoted as 
saying, “When 1 think of Jerry 
Jones, 1 think of a snake-oil sales- 
man." 

Jones has been sued because of 
'deals that challenge the NFL 
Properties economic pools of rev- 
enue. 

The book details, some of 
Jones’ plans for the future, which 
include Texas Stadium expansion 
to 104,000 and a four-story build- 
ing on the property that will 
house a museum and three inter- 
active theaters.

Tammy. O'Neil, 36, of Jerome and 
Cindy Eggleston, 33, of Filer arc charged 
with first-degree kidnapping and being 
accessories to the attempted first-degree 
murder of Virginia Maria Torrez. Steve 
Rousseau, 42, of Filer is charged with 


being an accessory to attempted first- 
degree murder. 

During a preliminary hearing Tuesday, 
Torrez testified that her common-law hus- 
band, Julian Garcia Hernandez, beat her 
with n tire iron and tried to drown her in 
the Snake River on Sept. 10. 

Hernandez later drove her to Eggleston 
and Rousseau’s'homc in Filer, she said. 
Hcmundcz was arrested late last month 
ond is now charged with attempted first- 
degree murder. 

Jerome County Deputy Prosecutor John 
Meicnhofcr suid the trio did not take 
Toftcz to police or the hospital - though 
they had several opportunities while 
Hernandez was away from the trailer. They • 


later hid evidence of the attempted murder 
from investigators and Eggleston and 
Rousseau would not'cooperatc during 
questioning, he said. 

But O’Neil’s. lawyer, Kevin Rogers, 
characterized the trio ns heroes who were 
deathly afraid of retribution from 
Hernandez and his friends - who were 
rumored to be members of a “Mexican 
mafia.” 

Tucsdny, Torrez testified that Hernandez 
drove her - blood-soaked and sopping wet 
- to a trailer home full of people.shc didn't" 
know. O’Neil and Eggleston comforted her 
by patching a gaping wound on her fore- 
head, bathing her, feeding her and giving 
her sedatives, Torrez said. 



At one point, the trio intervened when 
Hernandez started choking her in the bed- 
room, Torrez testified. Later, O’Neil and 
Eggleston stood in front of Hernandez 
when he brandished a shotgun and threat- 
ened to shoot her, Torrez said. 

But as a result of the stundoff, thtftwo 
women agreed to take Torrez to meet 
Hernandez at his parents' home near Eden, 
Torrez said. During the drive to Eden/ she 
pleaded with them to drop her off some- 
where along the way so that police Would 
find her, Torrez said.

Cheryle Becker, nurse epidemiologist for 
the South Central District Health Department 
in Twin Falls, said the only call she received 
about Cb ili’n i-nmf WrHnrtHny whfn-cnrpfL-_ 


one asked if the Twin Foils restaurant was 
involved. 

“It’s guilt by association - you’ve got the 
same name," Becker said. • 

There have been 13 cases of E. coli bacte- 
ria infection reported in the district’s eight- 
county area since August, but none of those 
cases was related to restaurants, Becker said. 
Five were water-borne cases connected to a 
private lake that was closed for the year, and 
some of the other sporadic cases involved 
family members, she said. 

Boisc-area officials believe tho danger has 
passed, and Chili’s and the health department 
there are working to find the source of the 
contamination, according to The Associoted 
Press.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Now that the operator 
and two of his employees of on alleged brothel have 
been pn-ested. police say they maybe contacting 
some regular customers of Capitol Jiill area estab- 
lishment. 

“Those guys are just as responsible for what’s tak- 
ing place in that neighborhood os the prostitutes," 
said LL Jim Jensen. . . 

On Tuesday, police arrested Tony Robinson, oper- 
ator of Mistresses Independent Network Central 
(INC), on charges of exploiting prostitution and dis- 
tributing pornographic material. 

Robinson argues that the women leasing space in 
the fourplex arc selling their time, not sex. He con- 
tends they only have sex with the customers if they 
want to. 

"The business owner said he’s found n legal loophole 
for this type of activity,” said Jensen. “But it’s the same 
setup that’s been used for years in massage parlors, , 
’shoeshine shops' and other fronts for prostitution ” 

Robinson, 37, is being held in the Salt Lake 
County Jail on $50,000 boil and told a judge early 
Wednesday he did not have the money to post baif. 

. Court record said he’s told neighbors that he made 


$250,000 last year from the business. 

Robinson has given police access to his computer 
system and investigators also have a list of license 
plate numbers from customers’ cars and have con- 
ducted videotape surveillance of the home. - 

Jensen would not say whether charges would be 
filed against any of the customers who frequented the 
house. If charged, the men could face a Class B mis, 
demeanor, which is punishable by six months in jail

BOISE (AP) — The Idaho 
Supreme Court says the Idaho 
Potato Commission erred when it 
charged a Kimberly packing plant 
more than S28.000 in fines and'' 
penalties for irqpropcrty packing 
potatoes that were not Russet 
burbanks in boxes labeled with ; 
the “Idaho Potato" trudetnurk. 

The court on Wednesday 
essentially ruled for Russet 
Valley Produce Inc. in a three- 
year battle with the potato com- 
mission. At a December hearing 
before the Supreme Court. Russet 
Valley's uttomey said the pack- 
ing plant no longer is in business 
because of the Potato 
Commission’s action. 

The case was sent back to 4th 
District Judge D. Duff McKee for 
redetermination of the penalties 
Russel Valley should pay for vio- 
lating the commission rule requir- 
ing only Russet burbanks to be 
packed as "Idaho Potatoes” 
unless the variety was clearly 
stated. 

In a key portion of the ruling, 
the Supreme Court agreed with 
McKee that the commission was 
wrong to fine the company 
S15.000 for a "continuing viola- 
tion" of trademark requirements. 

The court upheld the commis- 
sion's finding that Russet Valley 
packed Frontier spuds without 
proper labels on two days in 
November of 1992. The commis- 
sion claimed the SI. 000 per day 
penalty continued until the pota- 
toes were sold at retail. 

In a decision written by Justice 
Cathy Silak, the Supreme Court 
agreed with McKee'S ruling that 
the only violation came when the 
potatoes were boxed. 


Cassia Schools want to cut down on field trips

BURLEY - The Cassia County 
School Board wants to cut down on 
the number of students groups ask- 
ing for money for school trips. 

The board this week passed 
guidelines meant to cut the number 
of groups asking for money. But 
some board members wonder if it 
will be enough to curb the tide. 

Under the new guidelines the dis- 
trict won’t give money to the stu- 
dents. only reimburse the cost of a 
bus for transportation. 

Superintendent Everett Howard 
said student groups have cooperated 
with him on the measure. 

“They thought they would rather 
raise the money themselves.” he 
explained. 

For more than a year, board mem- 


bers have discussed making a policy 
on how much money to give stu- 
dents who are traveling with the 
school groups. 

Students often appeal to the 
School Board requests turned down 
by the school’s principal, board 
Chairman Bruce Bowen said. The 
board would usually break down 
and grant funds. He likened it to a 
“pity game." 

The amount of money given to 
the groups - whether S50 or S 100 
per student - can add up over a 
year’s time. Bowen said. 

Bowen said he still thinks stu- 
dents will eventually come to the 
board members for financial help, 
even if principals and Howard 
decline help. 

Students have the right to appeal 
to the board, he said. , 

“Maybe the board will have to 


show their teeth." David Pickett 
suggested. 

The guidelines will be reviewed 
in a year. 

Howard said the number of 
groups asking the School Board for 
money constitutes only a small por- 
tion of student groups in the district. 

In other transportation issues, the 
district is trying to cut down on the 
number of long trips taken by school 
groups. Howard said. Groups arc 
being urged to take just one trip that 
exceeds a 250 mile radius each year. 

Board members approved a bus 
policy mandating that parents be 
notified when a child* is given a 
citation for improper behavior on a 
school bus. In the past, students 
have sometimes been negligent in 
telling their parents and having 
them sign the citation, and .the stu- 
dents haven't been allowed on the 


bus the next day, cvcn'iri cold 
weather. 

The district will be protected from 
liability with the new policy. 
Howard said. .. 

CPAs Garth Beck and Ed Evans 
presented the district’s annual audit 
report for fiscal year 1995.

4 Americans, Dutchman win Nobel Prizes for chemistry, physic 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Two 
Americans and a Dutch scientist won 
the Nobel Prize in chemistry 
Wednesday for their controversial 
work warning that gases once used in 
spray cans and other items arc eating 
away Earth's ozone layer. 

•* Two other Americans received a 
physics Nobel for discovering sub- 
atomic particles. 

The chemistry prize went to Mario 
Molina of the Massachusetts Institute 
-of Technology, Sherwood Rowland of 
the University of California at Irvine, - 
and Paul Crutzen, a Dutch citizen 
- working at the Max Planck Institute 
for Chemistry in Germany. 

Work by Molina and Rowland pre- 
dicting an ozone “hole” laid the 
groundwork for its discovcty in 1985

over the South Pole; 

“The three researchers have con- 
tributed to our salvation from a global 
environmental problem that could 
have catastrophic consequences,” said 
the Royal Swedish Academy of 
Sciences in Stockholm. 




The Nobel in physics went to 
Martin L. Perl of Stanford University 
and Frederick Rcincs of the 
University of California at Irvine. 

Rcincs, a 77-ycnr-Old physicist and 
professor emeritus with a penchant for 
quoting Shakespeare and singing 


a Gilbert and 
Sullivan operettas, 

. “It’s sort of iron- - 
ic," said a colleague 
who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymi- 
ty. “He’s deserved 
this for many, many 
Relnes yr^ It rams now 
when he s ill and 
not able to fully appreciate it” 

Rcincs (RYE-ncss) was honored for 
discovering in the 1950s the neutrino, 
one of the smallest particles in the uni- 
verse. Perl was honored for research 
in the 1970s into another subatomic 
particle, called the tau lepton. 


The Royal Swedish Academy said 
their work answered questions about 
“the smallest constituents of the uni-' 
verse" and ‘What they can tell us of the 
history of the universe and of its future." ■ 
The work by the winners of the 
chemistry prize led industrial coun- 
tries to agree to phase out ozone- 
depleting chemicals known as chloro- 
fluoroenrbons by 1996, a move some 

scientists continue to question. 

“I believe, that the Swedish 
Academy has chosen to make a politi- 
cal statement," said S. Fred Singer, a 
Fairfax, Va., physicist who designed 
the instrument used in satellites to 
measure ozone. Singer said it remains 
unclear whether CFCs are responsible 
for the ozone hole. 

Molina, 52, and Rowland, 68, 


working separately from Cruto 
reported in 1974 that the CFC g 
used in spray cans, refrigerators 
pthcr items threatened the ozone h 

They calculated that if the use af 
■ CFC gases continued without lessen- 
ing, there would bd a signifies^ 
depletion in the ozone layer, thena 
a l barrier against cariccr-causing ul 
violet radiation from the sun. 

Crutzen also explained in 1970 
nitrogen oxides react with ozone 
accelerate the reduction of the layer. 

Mblina said he sees his Nobel 
as vindication for the field of 
mental science, long belittled 
mainstream scientists. “This sbo 
that one can do rigorous science tl . 
is hypothetical, but can also be tested 
and applied," he said.

Since lures of moderate size - 
roughly 5 inches or less - are used, spin- 
fishing is ideal for pursuit of smallmouths.

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With employment rising, 
Boise’s high-tech market 


firms raid 
for workers

BOISE — Boise has joined the Silicon Valley 
as a stop for high-tech. hcadhunte&os. electronics 
industry employment returns to its highest level 
.in seven years. — ■' 

; Through newspaper ads and job fairs, such 
companies as Texas Instruments Inc., Intel Corp. 
;and IBM arc trying to raid the ranks of Micron 
■Technology Inc., Hewlett-Packard Co. and other 
•Treasure Volley employers. 

• “It’s a case of not having access to the cmploy- 
.'ccs you need and going after them," said John 
;Hatch, spokesman for the American Electronics 
Association in Santa Clara, Calif. 

The companies arc looking mostly for engi- 
neers and electronics technicians. At Micron, en- 
gineers start at 536,000 to $42,000 per year and 


technicians at $20,000 a year. 

Electronics industry jobs have been growing 
steadily over the past year. Hatch said. At 2.52 
million in June, the numbers arc approaching the 
industry's all-time record of 2.62 million in 1988. 

"Based on sales and just the general health of 
the industry, wc sec a continuation of the trend, 
yes, at least through the end of this year and into 
the next,” Hatch said. 

The charge is being led by such semiconductor 
companies as Texas Instruments, Intel nnd Mi-' 
cron, which are scrambling to build new factories 
in the United States and abroad to meet the ex- 
ploding demand for their products. 

Micron is struggling to fill its own ranks. The 
company’s new factory in Utah will employ < 
3,500 people and recruiters arc still trying to fill 
600 positions in Boise. 


Micron spokeswoman Julie Nash said compe- 
tition for employees is gening tougher, but the 
company has not noted many workers ditching 
Micron for a competitor. 

Micron recruiters concentrate on wooing 
workers primarily from the Northwest, East 
Coast and California, Nash said. 

r So far, there doesn’t appear to be an effect on 
pur turnover rate,” she said. 

"Over the last year, the recruiting market has 
gotten tighter. There has been more competition 
(to fill) technical positions, so Micron has 
stepped up its efforts in recruiting.” 

So have its competitors. Texas Instruments is 
advertising a job fair in Boise this week and Intel 
is sending recruiters to Boise later this month to 
conduct interviews.

SEATTLE — About this time 20 years 
ago. Micro-Soft. Bill Gates’ fledgling com- 
pany, topped S16.000 in sales just 

enough to inspire his parents, who called 
him "Trey" (for the III in William H. Gates 
HI), to write the following poem and in- 
clude it in the family Christmas card: 

Trey took time off this fall 
in old Albuquerque 
His own software business — 
we hope not a turkey.

What a difference two decades can make. 
Microsoft (now without the hyphen), 
marks its 20th anniversary this month, com- 
memorating a history that would come off 
as gloating, at best, if it were capsulizcd in 
a Christmas card. Microsoft last year ap- 
proached S6 billion in annual sales. Finan- 
cially. the company has grown by a factor 
of 375.000 in the past 20 years. 

Instead of hyping the anniversary, the 
company is noting it quietly. Employees 
have celebrated off and on for the past 
mouth, dressing up one day in Microsoft 
gart (T-shirts, hats and accessories) and 
dining bne'day at 1970s prices in company 
cafeterias. 

There is no specific anniversary date to 
note, sard company spokeswoman Erin Car- 
ney. Gates and Lakeside School classmate 
Paul Allen started the partnership that be- 
came Microsoft m 1975, working in Albu- 
querque with a computer company named 
MrTS.
